for Next Season. 


A meeting of the Merrimack Valley 
Cricket league was held at the Bruns- 
wick hotel, Lawrence, last Saturday 
evening.

HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


Faithful to Trust. 

A type of business man who cannot 
allow margin enough for a safe venture 
of his own, will often make the best 
watch dog for other men’saffairs. The 
descendants of Samuel Jenkins and 
Rebecca Stewart seem to have ability 
for both demands—and so while not 
developing millionaires, have given us 


some thrifty householders -and_ fine 
public servants, valuable because 
scarce in’ these modern days of. self- 
seeking. 

The family tradition that Rebecca 
was a Scotch, Irish, Presbyterian 


Stewart of Gloucester is not fully veri- 
fied and that Samuel lived awhile in 
Salem and North Reading before he 
appeared on the’ Peter Osgood farm, 
North-west section, is only apparent as 
we cannot yet find full record of mar- 
riage, nor of birth of the eldest. Re- 
becca left behind a respect for her 
vocal powers, perhaps inherited from a 
line of Newfoundland fisher folks—for. 
she could starid on her door-step at the 
old house by the Henry Gray sawmill 
on the back road and make herself 
heard at the home of Joel on the Read 
ing line and over at William Jenkins, 
a little nearer—at the house now occu- 
pied by Frank Morse and once owned 
by her son SBenjamin, sSamuel living 
on the oldest site at the first. The 
first 3 children under 5 years were all 
swept off early by an epidemic in the 
summer of 1753, dying in 3 days to- 
gether. Mary, daughter of son Sam- 
uel is remembered especially in the will 
of her grandfather who named no 
other child for the dead girl. 

We do not tind yet the death record 
of ‘Samuel who went before his father 
when he was about 33 years of age. 
Rey. Jonathan French, of the South 
church, tells of the burial in July, 1777, 
of Lieut. Jenkins in Reading, an And- 
over soldier, probably a stately affair, 
at which he presided, and the Probate 
Court-has the administration returns a 
year later, by the widow Anna (Upton) 
who married Samuel in 1765. Miss 
Bailey also gives his rank as Sergt. in 
Capt. Henry. Abbott’s company at Lex- 
ington alarms and on page 352 in the 
Roll of officers of Col. Johnson’s Regt. 
March 1776, he ranks as 2nd Lieut. in 
Capt. John Abbott’s Co., Moses Abbott 
his-life long friend being Ist. Iieut. 
Therefore 1 conclude that our Samuel 
died July 1777, during the war while 
in the service and very likely he was 
at Bunker Hill also. His brother 5Joel 
served on various occasions through 
the war, and perhaps Samuel senior 
could not spare Benjamin, his young- 
est just 20, but a record may be found 
later. 

5Joel married Patty Carter of Wil- 
mington, Dec. 12, 1776, right in the 
midst of the excitement. Ben born 
1756, married Margaret Flint in 1779, 
and was called Capt. and Col. at death 
in 1834 and the evidence is strong in 
favor of a military genius on the part 
of these early grandchildren of the un- 
known Mary, wife of grandfather %Joe] 
of Wilmington. The line from Welsh 
Jenkins and Scotch Stewart did not 
have any stronger hold on life than 
many others of that nationality but 
they kept on bravely till the sturdy 
Holt stock anchored the family here 
for good we hope, in the present gener- 
ation. 

5Lydia Jenkins marned Ist Josiah 
Blanchard, uncle to our Dea. Amos, 
the cashier, and head of a Tewksbury 
and Milford line and 2nd Luther Bai- 
ley. ‘Rebecca Jenkins with Josiah 
Jones settled Londonderry, N. H., and 
her daughter Lydia, as wife of Joseph 
Holt of Albany, Me., returned and is 
now represented by the children of 
Lucy Blunt and James J. Abbott in 
the latest generation from Nicholas 
Holt. 

The land transfers of Samuel Senior 
threugh a long life, closing in 1785, are 
full of interest. He annexed the 
woodlots and pastures all grown with 
birch and white pine, the Flaggy piece, 
the Fawls Woods, and bits from Rus- 
sell neighbors near the Fuller sawmill, 
and always paid cash down and a 
pretty good price—Beaver brook and 
dam—Frye’s brook and — fordways 
gurgle over tields and = the appletrees 
are in full bloom beside them. Re- 
becea is to enjoy all this for life in the 
East Room with a great provision of 
the usual stores added to 1£ 12 sh. an- 
nually for pin money. Joel got the 
Woolwich, Maine, land which may ac- 
count for the disappearance of some of 
his flock later on. Many Wilmington 
tribes, kin to Jenkins, move tnere about 
1760, when Cadwallader Ford went to 
survey and John Hathorne carried the 
tape measure. Grandson Sam_ takes 
the place of his dead father in the will 
and probably at the age of 10 was a 
favorite, with a Mary Jones, daughter 
of Rebecca, who has more than the 
rest. 5Ben had all the “cyder barrels” 
tubs and casks, so I conclude there al- 
ways was a cider mill on this historic 
site. His desk, gun, watch and clothes 
go to the surviving sons, Ben and Joel, 
and Benjamin the executor closes the 
old gentleman’s connection with the 
first estate, as we cannot) find as yet 
any record of the place and date of 
Rebecea'’s death. Elias Stone Senior

R. In her home was 
Edward Taylor, a young man, then 
just beginning life and a faithful hand- 
maiden, Ann Woods, who ministered to 
her declining days and was left a share 
of the home. Here, Edward Taylor, 
who bought the rest of the estate, cared 
for Ann, and here Mary Hidden and 
Edward Taylor in Ann Wood’s little 
room used to talk and pray for the 
Mission Work. : 

The friendship thus formed lasted a 
life time and Joseph Neesima, the Jap- 
anese refugee shared in the love of 
souls Ann Woods had inspired. They 
are all together now in the home circle 
above, and who shall say where or 
when the influence of the simple, faith- 
ful hearts will stop. To Ann Woods’ 
bedside came Margaret Armstrong, and 
when Ann had passed and Edward 
Taylor's turn came to assume control 
by gift from Ann of the whole estate 
of Elizabeth Jenkins, the door opened 
for a niece now in Jerusalem, as wife 
of Consul Merrill, and his own aged 
parents. Margaret Armstrong’s succes. 
sor in notable faithful service, Miss 
Abbie Clement, still active among us in 
good works, hallows the old walls. In 
his turn, Edward Taylor was ministered 
unto by the inheritor of the charm of 
loyal hearts and sometime I hope the 
place can be made into an old Folks 
home, if it must leave the possession of 
the rightful heirs of all this loy- 
alty. ‘Samuel Jenkins and Lydia Da- 
mon, after the birth of the children re- 
moved to the estate of Jonathan Cum- 
mings with sister Sarah, who died there 
unmarried in 1847 at 76. Here Ebbin 
Jenkins lived with Sally Russell long 
years and in 1860 she was the only one 
to bear the name of Jenkins on the 
South Record as all these people were 
independent in religious matters. 
Ebbin was a true musician and both 
voice and instrument were devoted to 
church choir work in the Methodist and 
Free church worship in the old building 
later on the Universalist place of meet- 
ing.

®William Jenkins was well known for 
a sturdy and upright character and 
independence of opinion, His daugh- 
ters became successful teachers like 
many of the Farnham women, Mar- 
garet dying at 45 while at work. Mary 
Farnum married Samuel Flint of Read- 
ing. Benjamin and Phebe, Worcester 
are now represented by daughter &Mar- 
garet, widow of George Stannard and a 
Kindergarten teacher of Boston. "Eliz. 
abeth, widow of the late James Butter- 
field and her children are still resident. 
To Elizabeth Berry, widow of *Benja- 
min we owe much. Her eldest, Ben 
Flint only a-lad of 18, William Stewart 
aged 10, John Brooks aged 6, Edward 
Kendall aged 3, and a daughter Eliza- 
beth, (later, wife of Wm. H. Putnam): 
aged S8—and that great farm to care 
for! When *Ben died in 1885, cousin 
Henry Gray and brother William and a 
Wm. Johnson came to help her while 
uncle Nehemiah Berry of Lynn was 
guardian, The very next year, Uncle 
Nehemiah Berry came to grief and as- 
signed with his partner a large business. 
Henry Breed had money and bought 
estate of the uncle and years later 
young Kendall helped out with good 
advice, so Breed and Jenkins worked 
well together once and may again, 
The pew of father Ben in Mr. Edward’s 
meeting house in one short year was 
that of Rev. Wim. Badger’s and he owned 
also. one in Rey, Samuel Jackson's 
house. All the famous old bits of land 
with historic names come in again to be 
valuedand uncle William had a lively 
time to manage two estates for awhile, 
as father and son went near together. 
The old dairy and well room was new 
in 1834 and all worth $7086, and the 
“Library” had grown to $6. The 
“trumpery in the garret’ would be 
looked at twice today before sending 
to a “rummidge sale.” 

We find here notes of money due 
estate lent to men and women, ‘for the 
first time in Jenkins annals, showing a 
Flint influence in the financial system, 
and nota bad mixture of policy, as it 
gave the tired farmer a chance to rest. 
Elizabeth died after a distressing and 
prolonged illness, the whole family sick 
for 26 weeks, as it appears from a 
touching tribute by her son Ben. F. 
Jenkins in an old copy of “Advertiser,” 
that does credit to his head and héart. 
Ile praises the doctors, (one a Dr. 
Grosvenor) and all the neighbor's 
women folks. After this sad experi- 
ence, the fortunes of our Jenkins boys 
are mended. The good record of Wm. 
Stewart's life is all fresh painted for us 
in these columns, a rare legacy to his 
wife and children, The late victory of 
Kendall, who stands for business  in- 
tegrity in politics, is almost as great a 
source of satisfaction, as the sight of 
those pews full of grand children given 
to John Brooks and his wife, Ellen 
Holt. Who knows but when all. is 
summed up, if his workin founding a 
typical old-fashioned New Eng'and 
home atits best, will not weigh heaviest 
in the final appraisal for results.

How full the world is of all manner 
of sinners! How rare is the test of the 
guiltless throwing the first stone! To- 
day the town of Andover is stirred over 
the stories of several very appalling 
phases of immorality and law breaking. 
Men and women in different walks 
of life are charged with crimes and of 
fences, which if proven would make 
wide misery in scores of Andover 
households, and bring the guilty to 
great shame and serious punishment. 
On every side are seen the uplifted 
hancs, ready to throw the stones, and 
the air is filled with voices crying out 
for punishment. 

“ Let him that is guiltless 
throw the first stone.” 

When these words were first uttered 
every hand dropped to the side, every 
voice was stilled, and one by one the 
accusers left the accused, and an erring 
woman was changed into a forgiven 
follower. 

If one half of the stories which have 
passed from lip to lip in this community 
during the past week were true, one 
half of the community would today be 
standing with stones in hands aimed at 
the other half. 

«Let the guiltless throw the _ first 
stone.” At once the story of one poor 
unfortunate is found to be the magni- 
fied foundation for the misery of a 
score. The truth is not to be told here, 
but the moral is not to be passed by. 
If an ounce of charity had been used 
in the tale bearing where a ton of slan- 
der has been sown, many lives which 
are today temporarily clouded would be 
as clear as the noonday sun, 

“Let him that is guiltless 
throw the first stone,” 
but first and foremost, let him be sure 
that he has a right to throw it, and let 
him be sure that he has the right man 
or woman for a target. 


The Liquor Question in Andover. 


The citizens of Andover are very 
! properly aroused over the violation of 
the liquor law. Some of them are en- 
deavoring to tind the remedy in a peti- 
tion to the selectmen urging them to 
more vigorous action, and others had 


looked upon the recent case against 
an alleged offender as oa long 
step toward greater restriction. The 
petition is still circulating, and its 


! efficacy is still problematical ; the “case” 
has come to naught for the present, 
and the query of those who had ex- 
pected a different result is, what can be 
done next. 

We are free to say that the writer is 
}not in) sympathy with the general 
proposition of prohibition, and that he 
believes that just as long as men drink 
and liquor is made, just so long will it 
be sold. The town of Andover, low- 
ever, votes by a large majority every 
year, that the law to govern this com- 
munity shall be the law against selling 
intoxicants. It is doubtful if one ina 
hundred of the citizens who thus votes, 
has any idea that such a vote will make 
Andover a strictly prohibition town. 
Not asingle one probably has so little 
appreciation of humanity as to believe 


that such a vote will entirely stop 
drinking in our midst. 
But every citizen of Andover 


has a right to expect that such 
a vote will take away from the 
town erery uppearance of a 
liquor nuisance, and control, 
within the law, the traffic. 


Four places in’ Andover, through 
their business as druggists, would have 
the right to sell intoxicating liquors if 
they had fulfilled the requirements of 
the state laws which govern their busi- 
These state laws require a license 
from the state board of pharmacy and 
a license from the selectmen of the 
town. The former is an endorsement 
as to the standing as a pharmacist, the 
latter is an endorsement of the local 
standing as a business man. 

With this as a basis, it 
very difficult for a large proportion of 
the population of Andover to decide 
how loosely the law has been obeyed. 
In fact there has been a greater or less 
evasion of the law for many years, 

How can it be stopped? Clearly the 
first step toward the stopping of it) is 
for the Selectmen to insist that: every 
pharmacist of Andover shall be prop- 
erly licensed, by the state board of 
pharmacy first, by themselves after: 
wards. ‘Phe next step is to insist that 
the registration book reqiired by law 
shall be strictly conducted, and care- 
fully and frequently inspected by the 
proper officers, And the next and final 
step is for the chief of police to push to 
the very fullest extent of the law every 
| offender. 

We do not argue that this will stop 
liquor selling in Andover, but we do 
argue that it will decrease law breaking 
by just so many laws complied with 
that are now broken. The systematic 
oversight thus established would do

will not be 


much to make the selling less offensive, / 
and the nuisance side of the business 
would be largely abated. The ques 
tion may be asked why the selectmen 
have not heretofore required licenses 
from the druggists, but we believe they 
would be freed from any criticism on 
this score if the real reasons were made 
known. In fact they seem to have had 
the best of reasons for their past course 
in dealing with this question, and it is 
only the abuse of their confidence, by 
certain well known parties,. which now 
makes a change imperative. 

Regarding the trial of one of the 
druggists reported fully elsewhere it 
seems now to be a closed incident, yet 
it will be a matter for regret if the 
notoriety given to the principal in the 
case shall fail to teach him that And- 
over likes a law abiding citizen in deed 
as well as in appearance. — Ile _ is 
neither a subject for censure nor sym- 
pathy at this time. The court has ce- 
cided the one, and publié sentiment 
will. decide tlie other. Recent events 
show that it is one thing to believe a 
thing to be so, and’a_ very different 
thing to prove it in a court of law; but 
the same events have shown just as 
clearly that an acquittal by a judge 
is often a conviction by a jury made up 
of an outraged public which takes its 
law from the book of morals and not 
from Blackstone. 


The public demands nothing of its 
druggists that it does not demand from 
every citizen, that they shall one and 
all be law abiding, helpful citizens, de- 
sirous of promoting the best life of the 
cown, and it is noteworthy that they 
have always been such men with very 
rare recent. exceptions. Their peculiar 
business may make this task more diffi- 
cult than it is for the baker or butcher, 
but that the public has never been 
harsh in judgment past events have 
abundantly proven. 


Editorial Cinders. 


One-of the officers of the new And- 
over Gas company complains that the 
Townsman is prejudiced on the gas 
question and for that reason declined 
to give any information in regard to the 
formation of the company. If the 
Townsman has any prejudice, it is 
every time in favor of a local interest, 
the good of the public at large being 
properly considered. We are not 
aware that any judgment has been 
given by the Townsman on the merits 
of the present problem, but it would 
be very difficult for any man to look 
at this proposition as it now exists and 
see any good reason for endorsing the 
Andover company unless he had some 
pecuniary interest in its promotion. 

The Andover company may have 
some better reason than has yet been 
presented why it should be preferred 
in the question of gas rights in this 
town, and we sincerely hope it has, but 
so far it looks to be very much more 
for the interest of its promoters than 
it is for the interest of gas users in 
Andover.

REV. DR. CHARLES H. SEYMOUR. 


fev. Dr. Charles H. Seymour, of South |

The trial of William -A. Allen of the 
firm of E. M. and W. A, Allen, regis- 
tered pharmacists, in the Musgrove 
block, who was accused of the ‘illegal 
sale.of liquor on Nov. 10th, and of main- 
taining a liquor nuisance, from the 
first day of June, 1900 to the 14th day of 
November, 1900, took place before Judge 
Poor in the lower town hall last Friday 
afternoon. ..'The case was ¢éalled at half 
past three, at which time the court 
room was well filled with interested citi- 
zens Who got wind of the trial, and 
many Academy boys besides, frequent- 
ers of the Allens’ store. 

The complainant in the case was the 
Watch and Ward society of. Boston, rep- 
resented by Hon. B. B. Johnson, coun- 
sel for. the society, and Evan E.'Davies, 
assistant agent of the New England 
Watch and Ward society. This makes 
the second time. in twenty-four years 
that the society has taken actionina 
case of like nature, the other occasion 
being that against the defendant in Fri- 
day's trial, on May 26, 1896, when Mr. 
Allen was found guilty of illegal sale 
and fined $100. He also lost, at that 
time, his druggist’s license which was 
revoked by the Massachusetts board of 
pharmacy for six months. The com- 
plaint in this instance as in the other, 
was made at the request of prominent 
citizens of Andover. 

Attorney Walter Coulson of the firm 
of LeCourcey & Coulson, of Lawrence. 
was counsel for the defendant. Mr. 
Coulson thought that only one charge 
should be brought against the «lefend- 
ant and asked that the complaint of 
maintaining a nuisance be quashed but 
the judge ruled that it stand. 

Chief Frye was the first witness sum- 
moned and he identified the defendant. 

Herbert L. Hovey, who said that he 
was 25 years old, a resident of Somer- 
ville and employed as an investigator by 
the Watch and Ward society, was the 
next witness. He said that on the tenth 
ot November he came to Andover with 
Mr. Webber and visited the store of E. 
M. and W. A. Allen. Found Mr. Allen 
behind cigar counter; purchased some 
cigars of him. Asked him if he could | 
get some whiskey. Mr. Allen said, “I 
guess so,” and went into the back’part 
of the store, soon returning with a one- 
half pint bottle, which he handed to the 
clerk. The latter took it, wrapped it 
up and received 4 half dollar which he 
rang in, returning fifteen cents in 
change. Lid not register, was not asked 
to and did not see any book. Said he 
was in store about five minutes-and did 
not see Edward M. Allen. A bottle 
labelled, ‘‘Mayflower,’”’ containing one- 
half pint whiskey, produced as evidence 
and claimed to be the bottle purchased 
by Mr. Hovey of defendant. 

Cross-examined by the counsel for the 
defence, witness said that he was a 
total abstainer but could distinguish, or 
thought he could, between liquors, by 
touching his tongue to them, Said he 
arrived in Andover in forenoon, then 
went to Lawrence, made purchases in 
several stores, later returned to And- 
over, arriving about a quarter to two, 
After walking about the square for a 
few mon.ents, went into Allen’s between 
2o’elock and tive minutes after. On 
Tuesday, the 13th, he was in the store 
again and made another purchase of Mr. 
Allen, not liquor this time. On Satur- 
day, after leaving Allen’s he went into 
one store and tried to go into another. 
Identified William A. Allen very posi- 


tively as the one who sold him the 
liquor. Said the clerk was shorter and 
had darker hair and moustache. 


Mr. Coulson said that Chief Frye 
pointed out’ William Allen when he 
came in, tothe witness. Mr. Johnson 


denied it saying that witness pointed 
out defendant to him the moment he en- 
tered the room. 

Gilman A. Webber, of Columbus Ave., 
Boston, an advertising solicitor, some- 
times engaged as private investigator 
for the Watch and Ward society, was 
next called. Ile correborated) Mr. 
Hovey’s testimony. Agent Davies iden- 
titied the bottle as the one secured by 
Mr. Hovey in Andover, closing the case 
for the prosecution. 


The defendant’s counsel asked that 
the judge find that there was no evi- 
dence for the alleged nuisance, as only 
casual sale was claimed. After consider- 
able discussion between the counsels, 
and Judge Poor, during which a number 
of cases were cited, the Judge ruled that 
one sale might constitute a nuisance. 

William A. Allen, the defendant, was 
the next witness. The lLurden of his 
testimony was that he left his store 
about ten minutes to two to go up on 
the hill to see the football game. Said 
he never saw Mr. Hovey or Mr. Webber 
before, either on Saturday or Tuesday. 

Cross examined by Mr. Jolinson, said 
his clerk was a little shorter than him- 
self but that his moustache was about 
the same color. Denied having any 
liquor in his store, similar to that pro- 
duced as evidence, or any other liquor 
put up in that style bottle with or with- 
out labels, at any time since the first of

last June. Denied having any labels 
with name of intoxicating ~ liquor on 
them. Did not know what wholesaler 
sold ‘Mayflower’ brand of whiskey or 
where bottles of that description were 
made. Denied selling liquor to a young 
man onthe sth of November, or toa 
man on 11th of October or a pint bottle 
toa womanin the month of October. 
Denied selling any liquor since June 1, 
1900, except for medicinal purposes. 
Only allowed to sell alcohol for which 
people are required to sign on purchas- 
ing. Said there might have been a 
thousand people in his store November 
10th, that his sales amounted -to about 
$77. 

“Asa matter of fact were they not. 
more than twice as much?” 

“No sir.” 

“Didn’t you tell some one that they 
were over $200?” 

“No, sir.” 

Thought. he might have been in the 
store Tuesday afternoon but was not 
sure. 

George A. Brown, the next witness 
for defence, said William A. Allen wits 
the Andover-Exeter game from 


nessed 
his carriage and that he got into the 
carriage about 2 o'clock. Cross-ex- 


amined, said he thought Mr. Allan ar- 
rived a few minutes after the game 
started but did not’ know when the 
game started although he thought it was 
about 2 o’clock. 

Peter J. Donovan, the next witness 
said practically the same thing. The 
defendant took his (Donovan's) place 
in the carriage a little after two o’clock, 
and that the game had begun. 

Joseph Myerscough said he was with 
the defendant until the latter left him 
in the square about five minutes to two 
to take a car up onthe hill. Did not 
know exactly when the car went but 
was sure that it was not later than five 
minutes to two. He started a few 
minutes later, walked up and got there 
before the game commenced. This 
closed the testimony for the defense. 

Attorney Coulson asked that both 
cases be quashed. ‘The evidence clearly 
showed that’ the defendant could not 
have been in the store .when the wit- 
nesses for prosecution claimed to have 
obtained the liquor. 

Mr. Johnson said that the Watch and 
Ward society did not need any defence 
in his hands from the sneers and jibes 
of anybody. The society did not pay 
any attention to liquor cases, except on 
special invitation. They were brought 
here at the request of prominent citi- 
zens of this town. He said that the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution had reason to 
be exact as that was their business. He 
pointed out a mark on the bottom of the 
bottle, “LL. A. Co.,” and said from that 
the society would be able to determine 
who made the bottles, who put up the 
whiskey and whether Mr. Allen ever 
bought any of that brand or not. 

Judge Poor summed up the case by 
saying, “It is a case where two men, 
both strangers, identify positively Wil- 
liam A. Allen as the man who sold them 
the liquor, while the defense claim an 
alibi, supporting their statement with 
the word of Mr. Allen and of three well 
known and reputable witnesses, while 
the inference is also suggested that it 
might have been purchased from the 
clerk. In consideration of the fact that 
there issome doubt and for the reason 
that if I find the defendant guilty, it 
will be the second offense, and mean a 
term in prison, I find him not guilty on 
both charges and he is accordingly dis- 
charged.” 

The decision was somewhat of a sur- 
prise to many of the Andover citizens 
present who had followed the testimony 
carefully.

If the road 
as proposed was operated it would de- 
velop a large land area and bring small 
»towns in closer proximity sociaily and 
commercially ahd also in touch with 
the cities round about. To allow the 
franchise for the company to build,is 
line would be something along the fre 
of progress and improvement. He 
hoped. that the board would grant a 
J franchise to-thepetitioners. with a rea- 
sonable length of time in which to con- 
struct the road. This closed the argu- 
ment forthe petitioners. John H. Sut- 
ton appeared as a remonstrant. He 
strongly opposed the scheme an@ hoped 
and prayed that the franchise would 
not be granted because the contractor, 
Mr. Maxwell and associates, had not 
demonstrated their ab'‘lity to build a 
road. Neither had they kept their 
pledges and promises in regard to elec- 
tric road matters, in fact Middle‘«n ani 
Danvers had _ refused franchis’s to 
them. Attorney Mahoney inanired if 
Mr. Sutton was interested in any other 
electric road. Tre reply was ‘No.’ 
Has anybody asked yeu to come here in 
opposition to this road? ‘‘No.”’ replied 
Mr. Sutton. Do you not believe e'ec- 
tric‘roads an improvement rather than 
an injury to towns? ‘Yes. in some 1>- 
calities.”” Does the proposed route pass 
at any point any property which vou 
own? “Not that Iam aware of.” Wil- 
liam W, Phelps inquired as to the p?r- 
tieular location ef tracks and afterward 
ohiected to the road as being a dec'ded 
hindrance to occupants of the road in 
the winter time because they kept the 
road bare of snow in paces in the wir- 


ter. He also objected to locatiors in 
the middle of the road. Edward A, 
Fuller’ objected and  remonstrated 


against the road going threugh private 
lan’s. But would not obfect to the 
road passing in front of- h's house cn 
the highway. W.H. Hayes inquired if 
it was necessary to mention private 
land in the petition. He was answered 
by Attorney Mahoney that it was ne>- 
essary to outline the petition in full. 
Selectman Osgood inquired as to the 
status of the franchises in the other 
towns. Mr. Maxwell replied that a 
vote of acceptance has heen nassed by 
the selectmen of Boxford and Grove- 
land and the promise of Inswich had 


been given. Selectman Clark asked 
which route the Boxford authorities 
had given to which Mr. Maxwell re- 


niied: Jenkins street hod heen selected 
but it would nrobah'v be changed so as 
to run hv Stiles Pond. The hearing 
was closed and the matter taken under 
advisement.
